President's Safe Driving 
Day To Be Held Over 
Nation Next Wednesday 





Springfield— Full support of "Safe 
Driving Day" has been pledged by 
Vernon L. Nickell, State Superinr 
tendent of Public Instruction, who 
hailed "S-D Day" as "a real oppor- 
tunity to ' re-dedicate our schools to 
safety training." 

. "S-D Day" is Wednesday,' Dec. 15. 
It is sponsored by the President's 
Action Committee for Traffic Safety 
in cooperation with all public offi- 
cials and national organizations as 
a demonstration that traffic acci- 
dents ;can be < eliminated -if- peijple 
in every community arc "willing to 
make the effort ■ 

Nickell said, "Our school •* bus 
drivers have an enviable' safety rec- 
ord and last school year not a. single 
fatal /accident involving, a. school 
bus -was reported." 
— "Most of ' our> schools have-* had 
safety patrons.tfo'rV years, 1 !. Nickell 
said,, "and. many. of. our. teachers, de"- 
"vote time to the 7 traffic safety .prob-' 
leni by teaching children safe prac- 
tices for walking and riding bi- 
cycles," - i . 

Nickell pointed out 'that behlnd- 
the-wheel .driver, training that 
teaches our young people to operate 
cars safely and courteously is oh the 
increase in Illinois high schools. 

'During the last school year forty 
additional Illinois high schools have 
added such programs 'to their cur- 
riculum bringing the total number 
of schools offering the course to 
277. 

,\"I commend'. 'S-D Day' to all 
school districts in Illinois and urge 
them to support it with appropriate 
educational activities. The values 
of well planned activities • in the 
schools will extend far beyond the 
24 hours : of 'Sr-D Day/, /and. •will. 
help our state conserve its richest 
resources — our children adn youth."

i A plat. of 242 lots as the third 
section of Oakwood Knolls subdivi- 
sion in the north edge of the village 
Was approved by the. village board 
Tuesday evening.. An exception 
Was made to the roadways, how- 
ever, which: will not be taken over 
by^the village until they meet re-' 
aufrements, : ' 

{ The i attention of the board was 
Directed: during the procedure that 
the entire subdivision which in time 
may have: ;mpre than 500 houses, 
makes ho provision for a Bite for a 
public school building. 
I The Antioch Consolidated School 
district made no request for a. gift 
of land for- this -purpose as is being 
done, elsewhere. ■ The village board 
was informed by the owner of the 
suodl vision, Mark Horwitz, Ch icago, 
thtjt he, will provide a school site..to 
the district' at, cost. -The improve- 
ments made in tho subdivision al- 
most make 'the. purchase prohibi- 
tive to the school district. 
I ffayor James McMilleh suggested 
that Jt would' be more -profitable 
foif" the "school- to purchase unim- 
proved 1 land In .a more accessible 
location. 

'. Should the Oakwood Knolls sub- 
division grow, rapidly as.it may do 
next year, the present grade school 
building, may become overcrowded. 
In 5 that event, 'County Supt, W. C; 
Petty of •Antioch .has advised that 
a neighborhood school be- built. The 
present school, building has reached 
its' maximum point of efficiency and 
should not be added to further. 
i Supt.' Richard Whitacre said he 
would direct attention to the board 
th£t Within, another two* years more' 
school space", may' be . . needed.' " He 
liaid the board had centered its at- 
tention during the past year on the 
new addition and' has had no time 
toicohslder/'future problems. 
|. The Lake Villa School' district, 
throagh its president, B. J. Hooper, 
announced yesterday that, it had. re-, 
cC^f** as .^a. gift. from the ; Engle and' 
Sons^l Inc., - real ' -estate^ -corporation, 
10 acres of land near the intersec- 
tion of Grand ave. and. Bonner' rd. 
in the new Li ndenhurst estates as 
the site of a future neighborhood 
school.' u<» •. . 

The present building at the inter- 
section of -Grand : ave. and Rte: 21 
has all the additions it can ' stand, 
and the next move is for neighbor- 
hood schools. The Fox Hills' Estates 
also will provide land, for a neigh- 
borhood school to: the Lake Villa 
district \-V ' 

T * ' While , the ■ Oakwood Knolls plat 
was '! imder .' consideration, Mayor 
McMHIen told "the board he had re- 
ceived a complaint f romV ;■ W. H. 
Curnes whose property south "of 
State Line rd., is south of the Wag- 
ner property obtained by the Oak- 
wood Knolls Real- Estate Co.," saying 
that the real estate. firm by digging 
a trench is unloading larger 
amounts . of water than he is " pre- 
pared, to take; care. of in his.' low 
lands: '

yet;; included! that territory * in the 
village onto which the real estate 
firm Is draining water from its main 
subdivision across the highway, 
therefore the village has no inter-

The first snow machine ever to 
operate west. of New York has been 
installed at ! Wilmot Hills, north- 
west of Antioch, It permits skiing, 
regardless of the lack' of natural 
snow week ends, . Wednesdays and 
Saturday nights under flood lights. 
Long the favorite Mecca of local 
ski enthusiasts, Wilmot Hills ski 
slopes straddle the Illinois-Wiscon- 
sin state line. In fact, skiiers shoot- 
ing down the Stateline Trail cross 
from Illinois to Wisconsn and back 
nine times in one. breathless descent 
Five modern rope tows furnish up? 
hill transportation to the top of all 
important slopes. 

' The snow machine has started the 
process of covering a vast area with 
real snow, not crushed ice as com- 
monly used in ski 'jumping exhibi- 
tions. . 

■To create this' skiiers* "dream- 
come-true". the snow machine forces 
air", and, water under ^tremendous 
pressures through special. .. pipin g 
systems, expansion chambers and 
distribution, heads '• located .in rows 
across the' steep ski slopes." Com- 
pressed air, When' released at spe- 
cial nozzles, creates extremely ■ low 
temperatures producing snow crys- 
tals from- water which .has been 
afomizedjby'' specially* desiened jets. 
These bets 'comsum'e water' in the 
fantastic volume of 175 gallons per 
minute,- ., 

: Artificial Snow Blizzard 
The result' of this operation is a 
veritable blizzard over the ski area. 
In 24, hours, 1 starting with bare 
ground the main slopes will be 
covered With deep "snow. In' some 
ways this man made snow Is su- 
per ioi\ to. the bld'fashidned stuff that 
has been a blessing to skiiers and a 
doubtful pleasure to stalled motor- 
ists -and snow shoveling suburban- 
ites!. By proper manipulation of 
valves the consistency can be varied 
from wet to dry, large to small crys- 
tals;' By- injecting '"'dyes into the 
system, colored snow can be laid 
down— blue, ; pink, lavender;' etc., 
and" the addition, - of ammonium 
chloride produces a snow which 
does not melt % until the tempera- 
ture rises considerably above . 32 
degrees. 

To make the best-use of this .new, 
abundant"' source of . snow - ( - a • flood- 
lighting system has .been. 'installed, 
and skiiers now* can* ski several 
nights a. week at WilmotHills, 

While "Wilmot vHuls'Vhu, long 
been known as one of-, the oldest 
and largest ski : areas In ' " the' Mid- 
west it: has recently acquired new 
fame as the site of the first road 
race course (Specially designed for 
racing foreign and' domestic sport 



Ready access to the new toll road 
from "Antipch -will be provided -by 
an ''interchange .point"- at or.:' .near •. 
route 173, according to Representa- 
tive Wm. Murphy^ who gave a re- ■ 
port on the Lake County road build- 
ing program at a meeting of the 
Antioch-Lake Villa Republican 
Men's club last night. Murphy, re- 
ported that he had beerf In confer- 
ence with Governor Straiten earlier 
this -week and\that the latest plans 
lor the toll road, show on outlet on 
route 173. ' He also added that plans 
are in a high state of flux and that 
the plan which shows the outlet at . 
173 shows none near Waukegan, and 
that strong protests from that source 
were expected. , 

-. Greatest source of opposition to 
the proposed, road, he said, would 
come from fanners whose land 
would be intersected by the road. 
He explained that in some cases' 
large farms would be cut in two 
parts and that It would be impos- 
sible to provide underpasses, for ail 
of them, This would raise the ques- 
tion of a fanner being obliged to 
travel a mile or more to get to an 
underpass to get to a part of. his 
farm. Present plans for the road - 
show it passing through the east 
part of the James Simpson farm,. 
and along Hunt .road. 

Other news 'concerning roads 
given the meeting included a prom- 
ise "from the governor that .both 
route 83-21 and route 45 will be im- 
proved during. 1955. Present plans 
for these, roads,. Murphy, said, call . 
for widening: both to four-lane to 
the Wisconsin iine. Under consid-w . 
eration is a plan to re-route '21 7*3 - 
east ot DeeR Lake and also east of ■. 
Antioch. In. summing, up, "Murphy, 
said that. if. the present plans can 
be carried out the Lake Region- Win?-;. 
have"'foUr"foui;-lane highways going-, 
south— 21-83;; rte. ,'4fi;.;the toll iroad 
and route 41, 

Also" in state plans for road im- 
provement in Lake county is widen- 
ing of route 12 from Void to Fox 
Lake. The road will be continue as 
a four' lane .highway to the south 
limits. of Fox Lake where the park- 
way in the center will be narrowed 
and in Fox Lake' village will be, 
eliminated entirely. "> 

The state intends to , spend $123 
million on highWay improvements 
in Illinois exclusive of the toll road- 
projects. "

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Tuberculosis Cost 
Great— To Nation 
And to Taxpayers 

NEW YORK—TVj the taxpayer, 
tuberculosis moans $600,000,000 a 
year. That figure represents the 
cost of finding the cause o( tuber- 
culosis, of: caring (or the tuber-' 
culoais patients, of public health 
nursing lor the tuberculous, of 
health education, rehabilitation, 
medical research, pensions to vet- 
erans with tuberculosis, and as- 
sistance, to, families whose wage 
corner or homomakcr has tuber- 
culosis, ' 

These 'expenditures are largely 
from public funds, but also include 
expenditures of private, voluntary 
agencies engaged in the fight 
against tuberculosis.. They do not 
include the cost of hospital con- 
struction ' dr. the cost of training 
profess l.bqal personnel to care for 
the .sick. 

To the nation, too, tuberculosis 
means the loss of ,1,000,000 work-, 
Ing years each year. 

The objective of the National 
Tuberculosis Association and its 
3,000 affiliated ■ associations (lo- 
cated in the U. S., Alaska, Canal 
Zone, Guam, Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico) is to -prevent tuberculosis. 
With funds raised from the an- 
nual sale of Christmas Seals, the 
tuberculosis associations arc try- 
ing to make It as difficult as possi- 
ble for people to "catch" tuber- 
culosis. 

One difficulty Is that many peo- 
ple with active tuberculosis do not 
know they are 111 and may be 
spreading the disease without even 
being aware of their own illness. 

Approximately 400,000 persons 
in this country arc estimated to 
have tuberculosis but only 250,000 
are known to health authorities. 



New Dental Drill 
Truly 'Painless' 

NEW YORK-Thc old gag about 
the so-called "painless dentl3t" is 
no longer a ''gag for millions of 
Americans, thanks to a new pre- 
rision dental drill. 

The new ultrasonic drill does 
not cut or drill in the usual sense 
of the word, hut removes the solid 
matter with miscroscoplc precision 
—drilling by sound wave. 

The absence or pain is prob- 
ably explained by the fact that 
the drill never gets hot when it is 
drilling the patient's teeth. Much 
of the pnln caused by standard ro« 
t a ting dental drills Is caused by 
heat from friction. 

The new denial drill has a metal 
head that moves up and down de- 
livering more than 29,000 blows 
each second. The blows arc only 
1/1000 of in inch in depth and the 
trcmurulmis speed of the blows and 
relatively light touch ot the drill 
is responsible (or the painlessness 
■of the operation. 



Radioactive Pills Among 
Future Atomic Wonders 

NEW YORK-Doetors of the fu- 
ture will carry radioactive pills 
in their little black bags to treat a 
variety of diseases. 

Such is the prediction made by 
Dr. Willard F. Libby, recently ap- 
pointed to the Atomic EnerKy 
Commission. 

The study oi radioactive mate- 
rials has occupied most ot the pro- 
fessional life ot Dr. Ubby, who in- 
vented the "atomic lime clock" 
radioactive dating method. Among 
the first thinKS Dr. Libby dated 
by the new technique was wood 
from Egyptian tombs. He has 

■dated vhund reds of samples, rang- 
ing from human hair to skin, lotus 
seeds and Biblical scrolls. 

"■Peacetime applications of atom- 
ic energy will repay us for some 
of our worries, says Dr. Libby, 
who also predicts new methods 
for improving plastics by irriga- 
tion, harnessing of the atom for 
electrical power, and control of 
normal day-to-day operations of 
industrial plants by applications 

-of radlochcmlstry,

STATE BANK ^IJIpeH 
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UN Report Says 
Folks Around World 
Are Living Better 

WASHINGTON— An Insight Into 
the comporttlvc living standards 
of the United States and certain 
other countries for which statistics 
are available, and changes that 
have occurred since the late Thir- 
ties, are given In a special study 
made by the United Nations sta- 
tistical organization. 

In addition to the United States, 
the countries', cove red are the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, Canada, Sweden, 
Norway, West Germany, Ireland 
and Japan. Belgian figures are , 
given only for the post-World War 
II period. The study is based on 
the personal consumption expendi- 
tures for each country in their re- 
spective currencies, and gives a 
breakdown of outlays for food, 
shelter, clothing and a selected 
list of other goods and services. 
In most cases, the year 1938 Is the 
pre-Worid War II base, while the 
latest figures are for 1992. 

The study shows certain com- 
mon tendencies In the personal ex- 
penditure pattern In all countries 
over the last decade and a hall. 
For example, the proportion of 
total consumption outlays going 
for food in most countries has 
risen in the period. Part of this 
Is due to * higher prices, but the 
figures also suggest that people 
are ■ eating better than before in 
other countries as well as in the 
United States. 

Another common trend has been 
a decided decline in the proportion 
of personal expenditures on shot: 
ter, which includes the cost of fuel 
and light, furniture and household 
operation as well as rent 



I960: More Pay 
For Less Work 

NOTRE DAME, Ind.— By I860, 
Americans will be earning 40 per 
cent more and buying 40 per cent 
more but working about five hours 
less each week, according to a pre- 
diction made here by a former 
presidential advisor teaching at 
Notre Dame. 

Dr. Robert C, Turner, visiting 
professor In the University's Col- 
lege of Commerce, forecast that 
within IS years the United States 
will have a total national output 
"in excess of 600 billion dollars" 
as compared with 365 billions in 
1953. 

A former member of President 
Truman's Council of Economic Ad- 
visors, Dr. Turner said that Amer- 
ica's population will be nearing the 
200 million mark by 1070. Although 

the size of the labor force will 
grow, hours worked per week will 
probably decline to about 35, com- 
pared with just under 40 today, he 
said. Turner forecast a level of 
■ consumption 40 per cent higher 
than today, assuming that defense 
expenditures remain at the same 
absolute level as now and that oth- 
er government expenditures and 
business investment expenditures 
maintain the same relative level as 
at present. 



Heart Disease, Cancer 
Second to Accidents 

NEW YORK— Only heart disease 
and cancer cause more deaths than 
accidents among American men 
at the principal working ages of 
15 through 64. At ages 15 through 
39 more men die through accident- 
al injuries than from any other 
cause. 

More than 40,000 accident fatali- 
ties each year occur among men 
under 65. 

A leading life insurance com- 
pany says nearly half of the ac- 
cidental deaths among policyhold- 
ers are the aftermath of motor 
vehicle mishaps, Falls, ranking 
second as a cause of fatal ac- 
cidents among the insured men, 
accounted for one-ninth of the fa- 
talities, and drownings for nearly 
as great a loss of life as falls. 

Altogether, the three leading 
causes—motor vehicles, falls and 
drownings— were responsible for 
about seven out of every ten ac- 
cidental deaths In this Insured 
group.

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio — When 
Open House was held at Clark 
County Jail recently It seemed 
everybody wanted to get In— or 
out — of the act. When guests had 
departed deputies found three cell 
btrs partially sawed and uncov- 
ered a nest of hacksaw blades and 
crude weapons. 

Some 1,000 residents toured the 
jail as part of a campaign to push 
a $495,000 bond issue for a new 
jail. Deputies decided to shake 
down the Inmates to make sure 
nothing had been -smuggled 'in.
